1. WISCONSIN CANOE TRIP 


The first All Chicago Scout Canoe Trip in his- 
tory is scheduled for July 24 to July 31. Nine 
adventure packed days on the trail from the 
Region Seven Canoe Base near White Sand 
Lake, Wisconsin. 


-The trip is limited to just 65 lucky Chicago 
Scouts. So get your application in early. You'll 
leave Chicago on the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul Railroad and detrain at the Base. You'll 
spend just one day getting familiar with your 
canoes and your guides—and then out into the 
woods. 


« For seven days you'll roam the lakes and 
woodlands of one of the nation’s best camping 

, areas. Under expert guidance you'll cook your 
own grub and prepare your own shelter. 


The trip isn't for novices—so it's only open to 
Senior Scouts; that is, boys over 15, with swim- 
ming merit badge and a good camping back- 
ground. 

A $2.00 registration fee will hold a spot for 
you, and your final fee must be paid by July 
15th. Total cost, including transportation, just 


$32.00.

2. VICTORY FARM VOLUNTEER CAMP 


“On my honor, I will do my best to do my duty 
to God and my country...” 

Remember that Oath, Scout? Now you have 
the opportunity to prove that you're ready to 
live up to it. Spend the summer at the Victory 
Farm Volunteer Camp at Camp Fort Dearborn 
and produce food for freedom. 

The situation is urgent. Local Cook County 
farmers must have help from at least 150 Scouts 
this summer if their produce is to meet war 
needs. This year, Scouts will be paid 45c an 
hour for the first week — 50c an hour for the 
second week and 55c an hour for every week 


thereafter. After your second week you can . 


earn up to $26.50 per week. Your board fee will 
be $1.00 per day. 

You'll be served breakfast and dinner in 
Camp and will have a tasty box lunch on the 
farms. The farmer will furnish a beverage to go 
with your lunch. During the late afternoons and 
evenings, the Camp Staff will have a fast mov- 
ing recreational and Scoutcraft program all 
lined up for you.
